-to the poor @to well as the riches butchar which is abovye'all, your Petitioner] 
"far all Men to render zwnto Ceſar the things that are Ceſars, and unts God the thing 
"that are Gods; and accordingly as the Kings Honour is in the whole Naton, ſo th: 
- wharſocycr all the Proteſtants in England can do for the King and Queen, it is not 
comparable to that incftimable kindneſs of the King and Queens moſt Excellent Mas 
-Ffes, in ſecuring and preſerving the Proteſtant Religion againſt P opery, &c. and 
2 the Convention Parliament denyed the Popes Supremacy upon their Coronation 
of King Williem and Queen Mary; ſo your Pcritioner 1s for all the Proteſtants in'

ofthe Martyrs againſt Popery, ©c. as being the belt of gifts, ſo he hopes it will ob= 
ain for him the favour, benignity and benevolcocy ofall yous Honours above and}; 
T any thing of a Sum of Moncy in buying and felling of Places, and your faid' 
Pcnr vindication of the Proteſtant Religion, or of the Innocency of the 
*Marryrs , againſt Popery , Oe. is all the Offence that he has committed a- 
zaunft any perſon, and is the only cauſe of your faid Petitioners being kept out of

for all your Honours Commailſeration ( in your Zeal for the innocency of tt 
artyrs, or for the Proteſtant Religion againſt Popery) to Reſtore and continu 
min his Door-Keeper's Place, and your Petitioner doth now hope that no Perſa 
Qua ity whatſocycr and worthy Member of this Honourable Houſe that were fot 
dy his Friends will now be againſt him for truc Liberallity and Beneficence. 
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
